Your letter of April U, i960, requested information on the disposition 
of the proposal made by President Van Buren on January 25, l8Ul, to 
Congress, as to whether the U. S, Mint should be empowered to strike 
off copies of medals previously executed by the authority of Congress. 

An examination of the records of the Joint Committee on the Library 
for the 26th Congress (Dec, 2, 1839-Mar. 3, l8Ul) has disclosed no 
information pertinent to your inquiry. Nor do the journals of the 
Senate and of the House of Representatives for the same period show 
any committee or any other Congressional action on the proposition. 

The question, however, came before the House of Representatives again 
in the 33rd Congress (Dec, 5* 1853-Mar. 3, 1855)» The documentation 
relating thereto was printed as House Executive Document 106, 33rd 
Congress, 1st session (May 30, l85ii): tt .., a report of the Director of 
the United States Mint, respecting the condition of the dies of medals 
ordered to be struck by authority of Congress, and a list of the dies 
now in the possession of the mint” (Congressional serial volume 725) • 
The House of Representatives, according to its journals for the 33rd 
Congress, took no action on the later proposal.

Thank you, very much, for your prompt answer of April 11, I960 
to my inquiry of April 1*, I960 relative to the proposal made 
by President Van Suren on January 2£, 181*1 with respect to 
striking off copies of medals issued under the authority 
of Congress.

Thank you for your letter of April 18, I960. 

It was important to me to establish that there was no further 
actios on the matter referred to the Library Committee with 
respect to making copies of medals. It will not be nec¬ 
essary to pursue this matter further and I would appre¬ 
ciate it if you would advise the Physical Branch of the 
National Archives accordingly * 

However, I do need your help on one nor© subject which is 
relevant to coinage* There is a letter dated November 11, 
I 83 L from Secretary of State of the United States, John 
Forsyth, to Dr. Samuel Moore, Director of the United States 
Hint. This letter refers to two complete sets of coins 
of the United States to be presented to the King of Siam 
and the Sultan of Muscatine. I would very much like a 
microfilm,or zeros, or other copy of this letter. Shortly 
after this letter was written there must have been a letter 
written by John Forsyth, or some other member of the State 
Department, transmitting the coins to the Sultan of Musca¬ 
tine, who is also known as Said Ibn Sultan, the Imam of 
Muscat. It could have been sent through a consular repre¬ 
sentative* This would have been between the dates of 
November 11, I 83 I 4 . and March 31, 1835> because there was a 
subsequent request by John Forsyth, to the mint, for two 
more sets of coins which my notes show were in volumes 1 
and 3, R.G* 10ii Treasury Section of the National Archives. 

My primary purpose is to determine what the coins were which 
were sent to the Sultan of MuScatine as a present.

REFERENCE SERVICE REPORT 

INQUIRY: Materials relating to the coins presented to the Sultan of 
Muscat in 1835* 

Report : An examination of the records of the Department of 
State in the National Archives has disclosed that the two sets of coins 
requested by Secretary of State John Forsyth frcm Samuel Moore, Director 
of the Mint, in a letter of November 11, 1834 (Danestic Letters, vol. 27, 
p. 108) were for the Sultan of Muscat and the King of Siam. The two 
sets of coins ordered in the letter of March 31, 1835 ( Ibid ., p 284) were 
for the Emperors of Cochin-China and Japan. The coins and other gifts 
were to be presented by Edmund Roberts, Special Agent of the Department 
of State. Roberts presented a box of coins and other gifts to the Sultan 
of Muscat on October 1, 1835 (Special Agents, vol. 10, Journal of 
Edmund Roberts’ second mission to the Far East, p. 9)* He also presented 
the Sultan with a letter fron President Jackson, dated March 20, 1835 
(Special Missions, vol. 1, pp. 148-149). 

Microprints of the above mentioned materials can be furnished at the rate 
of fifty cents for the first page and thirty-five cents for each consecutive 
page. 

Additional correspondence relating to gifts to be presented to the Sultan 
of Muscat is also included in the volumes of Special Missions and Special 
Agents cited above.

Your letters of April h and 13 asking for information about the issuance 
by liie United States Mint of copies of medals struck under authority of 
Congress, and the possible misuse of dies belonging to the Mint by Franklin 
Peale, Chief Coiner, have been referred to us by our Legislative Branch. 

Your letter of the 21st relating to sets of coins that were sent to the 
King of Siam and Sultan of Muscatine has also been referred to us and will 
be answered as soon as possible. We had already prepared a reply to your 
earlier letters and as we are not certain that you are no longer interested 
in locating additional records on the subjects, we have decided to send to 
you the results of our search. 

There is a considerable amount of correspondence among the records of the 
Bureau of the Mint (copies, for the most part) that relates to the lack of 
a law or a provision in a law for engraving and striking medals and also 
to the importance of legal authority to do this and to establish a Medal 
Department at the Mint. This correspondence is dated in the early 1850’s, 
most of it just before the dismissal of Mr. Peale in 1851*. We find no 
records on this subject dated about the time of President Van Buren»s 
report in 181*1, 


Also among the Mint records are letters and reports concerning the charges 
made against Mr. Peale, the investigation of these charges, and his refutation 
of them, dated in the early 1850*3. ^e have not found any letter of dis¬ 
missal addressed to or concerning Mr. Peale, but a letter dated December 5, 
185U, from the Director of the Mint to the Secretary of the Treasury refers 
to the appointment of a successor to the Chief Coiner and acknowledges a 
letter to Mr. Peale ’’stating the facts of this appointment.” 

The foregoing correspondence and reports are from the Secretary of the 
Treasury, the Director of the Mint, and other Mint officials that were 
concerned, including ex-officials. There are a few letters and resolutions 
written later by historical and other societies about the desirability of 
obtaining authority to make possible the distribution of copies of national 
medals to them. A manuscript, marked "copy,” of letters and reports that 
are printed in House Executive Document 106, 33rd Congress, 1st Session

(Congressional serial volume 725>), cited in our Legislative Branch’s 
letter to you of April 11, is also among the Mint records. 

The General Records of the Department of the Treasury record group contains 

letters of recommendation and petitions for the reinstatement of Franklin 
Peale as Chief Coiner of the Mint, dated during March, 1861. Some of these 

documents state that Peale’s removal was for political purpose. Also, some 

mention the nature of his inventions and contributions to mechanical 
processes while Chief Coiner. 

Because our staff is small and General Services Administration regulations 
limit the amount of time we may spend abstracting information from records, 
we have not undertaken to describe the records in more detail. We estimate 
that they amount to about V?0 pages, exclusive of the records printed in 
Executive Document 106. A negative microfilm copy of them can be supplied 
at a cost of &2.5Q for fifty pages, to the nearest fifty. If you wish to 
purchase a microfilm copy of these records, you should send to the National 
Archives and Records Service your check or a postal money order for $7•ZO 
payable to the General Services Administration. In the event that the 
exact cost would be less than &7.£0, we would then send you a refund. 

Also, by advance arrangements the records can be made available in our 
search rooms to you or to someone representing you. We enclose herewith 
a pamphlet showing our hours of business and a list of persons who will 
search records for a fee.

Your letter of November 10 asked for a quotation of the cost of photostatic 
copies of certain Mint records. 

The June 3, 180£, deposit entry of $30,000 is on page 338 of the Bullion 
Waste Book, 179U-1806. Entries in the above record relating to the 
delivery of silver coinage from the Chief Coiner during January-March, 

I80li, are on pages 296, 297 , 299, and 301. We have not found reference 
to a delivery of silver coinage on March 31, 180U, though delivery of 
copper and gold coins on that date is recorded on pages 302 and 303. 
Negative photostatic copies of the above pages can be furnished for lO.liO 
each. The minimum charge for a photostat order is $0.£0. 

Our examination of the pages noted above failed to show information on 
coinage reserved for assay. This information does appear, however, on 
the right hand half of page 25 in Bullion Ledger B, 1802-10. We can 
furnish a negative photostatic copy of this half page for $0.7£. Remit¬ 
tance should be sent to the National Archives and Records Service by check 
or postal money order payable to the General Services Administration (NNGF). 

The figure ’'321" is written in black ink both in the Bullion Ledger and 
the Bullion Waste Book.* Our search in Mint and other records for the 
warrants to which you refer was negative.

23, I838 and the other dated September 8, I838. 

In the book I am writing I would like to know whether it is 
proper to mention your name as one of the many who have 
cooperated or whether I should merely mention the Fiscal 
Branch of the General Records Division.

Your November 13 letter asked for a copy of a letter dated around July U, 
1829, from the Director of the Mint to the Secretary of the Treasury and 
relating to the resumption of the coinage of half dimes. 

A search of Mint records failed to show a letter from Moore to the 
Secretary of the Treasury announcing the resumption of coinage of half 
dimes on July U, 1829 or a copy of such a letter. Also, a search in a 
register of early Mint correspondence failed to show an entry for such 
a letter. As perhaps you know practically all the older correspondence 
of the office of the Secretary of the Treasury was destroyed when the 
Treasury Department burned in March 1833. 

We did find, however, a copy of an August 8, 1829, letter from Moore to 
Secretary S. D. Ingham that mentions sending half dimes to the Secretary 
and sending "a like specimen of them to the President.” A photostatic 
copy of this letter can be purchased for $0.^0,our minimum fee for 
photostats. The letter is in Mint letterbook No. 2 (182U-31), page 80. 

We are returning your blank check as we do not know whether you want a 
photostat of the August 8, 1829, letter.

Thank yon for your prompt reply to ray letter of 
November 13 requesting a letter from the Director 
of the Mint, Samuel Moore, to the Secretary of the 
Treasury, sent on or about July It, 1829. The letter 
I wish involves a mention of a new type of border 
or rim being placed on the coins. It may be referred 
to as a beaded border or a blank raised, rim and the 
coins containing this type of border were described 
as superior to any "hitherto produced". This letter 
was apparently sent before July It, 1829, when resumption 
of half dime coinage took place and possibly mentions 
that production of half dimes will begin on that date. 
Such a letter was apparently found by Walter Breen, 
another numismatic researcher some years ago. The 
letter probably was dated prior to July k, 1829. 

With this revised thought, would you be nice enough 
to look again to see if such a letter can be located. 

I definitely need it to prove that the type of border 
adopted for coinage at this time was new. I am en¬ 
closing a photocopy of my source of the information. 

I am returning my blank check, hopefully. 

I presume the letter of August 8, 1829 says nothing 
about the type of new border but if it does please 
send me a copy. 

I hope my book reflects the quantity of work which 
has gone into it.

Our search of Mint records has failed to show a letter from Samuel Moore 
to the Secretary of the Treasury announcing the resumption of coinage of 
half dimes on July I*, 1829. Pages 79 and 80 of Mint letterbook No. 2 
(182U-31), however, include a letter dated June 20, 1829, addressed to the 
Secretary of the Treasury from Samuel Moore, transmitting a copy of a 
letter from Moore to the Honorable N. Sanford. The letter to Sanford is 
dated April 27, 1829, and a copy of it appears on pages 6£ through 79 
of the Letterbook. It mentions (on page 70) the resumption of the 
coinage of "half dimes” . . . "with some improvements of it." 

The August 8, 1829, letter, referred to in our letter of November 21 to 
you, mentions "the higher edge given by the milling." A negative 
photostatic copy of the above-mentioned letters, including that of 
August 8, can be furnished for $6.1*0. Letterbook No. 2 consists of 117 
pages.

REGULATIONS FOR THE PUBLIC USE OF RECORDS 
IN THE NATIONAL ARCHIVES 

[Reprinted from Federal Register, March 28, 1953] 


§ 2.0 Scope. The provisions of this 
part apply to the public use of records 
deposited with the National Archives of 
the United States. 

§ 2.1 Meaning of terms. As used in 
this part, unless the context otherwise 
requires, terms shall have the meaning 
ascribed in the Federal Property and Ad¬ 
ministrative Services Act of 1949, as 
amended (63 Stat. 377, as amended; 40 
U. S. C. Sup. 472, 44 U. S. C. Sup. 391). 

§ 2.2 Legal custody. The Adminis¬ 
trator has legal custody of all records 
deposited with the National Archives of 
the United States. 

§ 2.3 Availability of records in gen¬ 
eral. (a) Records deposited with the 
National Archives of the United States 
will be made available for use subject to 
restrictions and limitations imposed by 
law, by Executive order, by the regula¬ 
tions in this part, by the agency from 
which they have been transferred, or by 
the Archivist of the United States. 

(b) The following general practices 
will be observed: 

(1) Records will not ordinarily be 
made available for purposes that can be 
as well served by a public library. 

(2) Persons wishing to examine rec¬ 
ords, will, as a rule, be required to do so 
in the search rooms of the National 
Archives Building. 

(3) The National Archives and Rec¬ 
ords Service will also render services with 
regard to reproductions, information, 
and motion pictures and sound record¬ 
ings in accordance with the provisions 
of this part. 

§ 2.4 Access to classified and restrict¬ 
ed records. Access to records bearing 
security classification will be governed 
by the terms of Executive Order No. 
10290 (16 F. R. 9795; 3 CFR, 1951 Supp.). 
Access to records subject to other forms 
of restriction will be governed by the 
conditions imposed by the Archivist in 
the pertinent Restriction Statements. 


ADMISSION TO SEARCH FACILITIES 

§ 2.10 Admission to search rooms. 
Persons desiring admission to either the 
central search room or one of the 
branch search rooms in the National 
Archives Building must make applica¬ 
tion on the prescribed form, stating their 
purpose in examining the records. 
Forms will be provided and applications 
received at the desk of the central search 
room. 

§ 2.11 Admission card. If an appli¬ 
cation is approved, a card of admission 
to the search rooms will be issued. This 
card will be valid for a period not longer 
than one year but may be renewed upon 
application. It is not transferable and 
must be produced when required. Pos¬ 
session of this card does not entitle a 
searcher to examine records whose use 
is restricted. 

§ 2.12 Withdrawal of admission priv¬ 
ilege. The Archivist of the United 
States may withdraw the privilege of 
admission to the search rooms from any 
one who violates the regulations in this 
part or disregards the instructions of a 
search room supervisor. 

§ 2.13 Hours of admission. The cen¬ 
tral and branch search rooms and the 
library will be open to persons author¬ 
ized to use them from 8:45 to 5:15 p. m. 
Monday through Friday, Federal holi¬ 
days excepted. The central search 
room will also remain open from 5:15 to 
10:00 p. m. Monday through Friday, and 
from 8:45 a. m. to 5:15 p. m. on Satur¬ 
day, Federal holidays excepted. Under 
special circumstances, by direction of 
the Archivist of the United States, the 
search rooms may be closed during any 
of the hours specified in this section or 
may be opened at other times. 

§ 2.14 Admission to National 
Archives Theater. Applications for ad¬ 
mission to the National Archives Theater 
for the purpose of viewing motion pic¬ 
tures or hearing sound recordings shall 


(1) 



be made to the Chief Archivist of the 
Audio-Visual Records Branch. Appli¬ 
cations should be made long enough in 
advance to permit the completion of 
necessary arrangements. A group of 
persons must be represented by an au¬ 
thorized spokesman, who, in making ap¬ 
plication for their admission, must 
identify the group he represents. On 
approval of the application, a time will 
be fixed for the rendering of the service, 
and the applicant will be notified. 

SEARCH ROOM RULES 

§ 2.20 Register of searchers. Each 
day that a searcher uses records in a 
search room he must sign the register of 
searchers maintained there. 

§ 2.21 Searcher’s responsibility. 
When a searcher has completed his use of 
records or leaves the search room for 
more than a short period of time, he 
must notify the supervisor. A searcher 
is responsible for all records delivered to 
him until he returns them to the super¬ 
visor. 

§ 2.22 Protection of records. Search¬ 
ers must exercise all possible care to pre¬ 
vent damage to the records delivered to 
them. They must not use ink at desks 
upon which there are records except 
when a supervisor authorizes the use of 
a fountain pen. Records may not be 
leaned on, written on, folded anew, 
traced, or handled in any way likely to 
damage them. Application to the rec¬ 
ords of paper clips, rubber bands, or other 
fasteners not on them when they are de¬ 
livered to a searcher is prohibited. The 
use of records of exceptional value or in 
fragile condition will be subject to such 
special safeguards as the supervisor may 
deem necessary. 

§ 2.23 Keeping records in order. The 
searcher must keep unbound papers in 
the order in which they are delivered to 
him. If records are found to be in dis¬ 
order, the searcher must not attempt to 
restore them to order but should call the 
fact to the attention of a supervisor. 

§ 2.24 Limitation on quantity. The 
supervisor in charge of a search room 
may limit the quantity of records deliv¬ 
ered to a searcher at one time. 

§ 2.25 Night and Saturday use. Re¬ 
quests for records or library books to be 
used at night must be filed with the 
supervisor in charge of the central 


search room before 4:00 p. m. on the 
day on which they are to be used, and 
those for records or books to be used 
on Saturdays must be filed before 3:00 
p. m. on the preceding Friday. 

§ 2.26 Removal or mutilation of rec¬ 
ords. No records or other property of 
the National Archives and Records 
Service may be taken from the search 
rooms except by members of the Service 
staff acting in their official capacities 
or by others having written authorization 
from a search room supervisor. The 
unlawful removal or mutilation of rec¬ 
ords is forbidden by law and is punish¬ 
able by fine or imprisonment or both 
(62 Stat. 695; 18 U. S. C. Sup., 2071). 

§ 2.27 Disturbances. Loud talking 
and other actions likely to disturb 
searchers are prohibited. Persons desir¬ 
ing to use typewriters, to read proof 
aloud, or to do other work that may 
disturb others in the search rooms will, 
where possible, be assigned desks in a 
room designated for such purposes. 

§ 2.28 Smoking and eating. Smoking 
and eating in the search rooms are pro¬ 
hibited. 

REPRODUCTION SERVICES 

§ 2.30 Reproduction fees. The Na¬ 
tional Archives and Records Service will, 
for a fee, furnish reproductions of rec¬ 
ords among its holdings that are avail¬ 
able for public use without restriction. 
Fees must be paid in advance except in 
cases where the Chief Archivist of the 
Audio-Visual Records Branch approves 
an order for handling them on an “ac¬ 
counts receivable basis.” Fees may be 
paid in coin or currency of the United 
States, by check drawn on a bank in the 
United States or its possessions and 
made payable to the Treasurer of the 
United States, or by United States postal 
money order or international money 
order made payable to the Treasurer of 
the United States. 

§ 2.31 Reproduction equipment and 
personnel. Insofar as practicable the 
reproduction of records in the National 
Archives Building will be done by per¬ 
sonnel of the National Archives and 
Records Service with equipment belong¬ 
ing to the Service. Exceptions to this 
rule may be made by the chief archi¬ 
vists of the records branches upon 
assurance from the Chief Chemist, Pres- 
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ervation Services Branch, that the equip¬ 
ment proposed to be used is safe for use 
in the place and manner intended: And 
provided. That the equipment is used 
under the supervision of responsible 
personnel of the service. 

§ 2.32 Authentication and attestation. 
Upon request and the payment of appro¬ 
priate fees, authentication certificates in 
the name of the Archivist of the United 
States will be prepared and attached to 
reproductions of records deposited with 
the National Archives. Authority to 
issue such certificates is delegated to 
the Director of the Federal Register 
Division, the Chief Archivist of any rec¬ 
ords branch, and the Chief of the General 
Reference Section of the National Ar¬ 
chives. 

INFORMATION SERVICE 

§ 2.35 Information about records. In¬ 
formation about the holdings of the Na¬ 
tional Archives and Records Service or 
about the presence of desired records 
among its holdings will be given on re¬ 
quest, provided that the time required for 
the purpose is not excessive. 

§ 2.36 Information derived from rec¬ 
ords. Persons living or working within 
the metropolitan area ordinarily will be 
expected to examine the records for 
themselves. Summary information de¬ 
rived from the records will be furnished 
by mail to persons who do not have ready 
access to the National Archives Building; 
Provided, That the amount of time re¬ 
quired for abstracting the information is 
not excessive. Staff members will not 
undertake to interpret such information. 
When necessary, limits will be placed on 
the number of replies containing infor¬ 


mation derived from the records that will 
be furnished to an individual inquirer 
within a given period of time. 

LEGAL DEMANDS 

§ 2.40 Compliance with subpoena or 
other legal demand. When a subpoena 
duces tecum or other legal demand for 
the production of records or other ma¬ 
terial deposited with the National Ar¬ 
chives is served upon the Administrator 
of General Services, the Administrator 
will, so far as legally practicable, comply 
with such subpoena or demand by sub¬ 
mitting authenticated copies of such 
records or material, or the original rec¬ 
ords or material if necessary, unless he 
determines that disclosure of the infor¬ 
mation contained therein is contrary to 
law or would prejudice the national in¬ 
terest or security of the United States. 
When such subpoena or demand is 
served upon any officer or employee of 
the General Services Administration 
other than the Administrator, he will, so 
far as legally practicable and unless 
otherwise directed by the Administrator, 
respectfully decline to produce such rec¬ 
ords or material on the ground that he 
does not have legal custody thereof, that 
he is without authority under these reg¬ 
ulations to produce the same, and that 
the Administrator has not determined 
that disclosure is lawful and will not 
prejudice the national interest or secu¬ 
rity of the United States.
